Hello,  and  welcome  to  the  second  show  of  our  2003-04 
season,  Cole  Porter's  “Kiss  Me,  Kate!”  Filled  with  electric  1940's 
jazz  and  big-band  style,  we  hope  our  production  will  allow  you 
remove  yourself  from  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  everyday  life, 
and  enjoy  a  look  back  at  this  classic  piece  from  one  of  America's 
greatest  composers! 

Opening  at  the  New  Century  Theatre  on  December  30,

The  show  has  been  revived  twice  more, 
once  in  1952,  and  then  again  in  1999,  the  latter  featuring  some 
reworked  orchestrations,  bringing  even  more  jazz  influence  to  the 
production,  requiring  even  more  of  its  performers  than  the  original! 

The  Livingston  Theatre  Company  is  bringing  you  this 
version  tonight,  which  was  made  into  a  more  recent  Broadway  hit 
starring  Brian  Stokes  Mitchell  and  Marin  Mazzie  (of  “Ragtime” 
fame)  as  Fred  Graham  and  Lilli  Vanessi.  With  the  newest 
production  came  another  set  of  Tony  wins,  including  Mitchell  as 
Best  Actor,  and  Don  Sebesky  for  his  new  orchestrations. 

The  cast  has  worked  extremely  hard  in  the  hopes  of 
entertaining  you  tonight,  and,  as  always,  we  don't  intend  to 
disappoint.
